Section 1, Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That the town of Lynchburg, in the County of Lincoln, and 
the inhabitants within its limits, as laid down within the plan of 
said town, are hereby constituted a body politic and corporate, by 
the style and name of the Mayor and Alderman of the town of Lynchburg,
